O Arresting officer testifies as Crown closes 
case at Twitchell’s first-degree murder trial 

The mystery of what happened to 
Johnny Altinger was solved a year 
and a half after he disappeared 
when filmmaker Mark Twitchell, 
sitting in lockup, wordlessly passed 
a folded map to detectives. 

The map gave directions to a 
sewer grate in an alley near the 
home of Twitched’s parents in 
north Edmonton, Det. Brad Man- 
drusialc said at Twitched’s first- 
degree murder trial. 

Mandrusialc said he went to the 
Edmonton Remand Centre on June 
3, 2010, after he was summoned 
there by Twitched. 

“He just passed to me across the 
table a piece of paper folded in 
half,” said Mandrusialc. 

The document was a Google 
map with step-by-step handwritten 
directions to a sewer grate, he said. 

Twitched offered no reason for 
the map, Mandrusialc said. 

He said he and his partner drove 
to the alley, walked over to the grate

Expanding the LRT to 
reach NAIT will officially 
happen by 2014, thanks to 
the province’s first Green¬ 
TRIP investment. 

Mayor Stephen Mandel 
announced yesterday dur¬ 
ing his State of the City 
speech that the province 
will provide $497 million 
for the route, which will 
run from Churchill Square 
to Grant MacEwan Univer¬ 
sity and then on to NAIT.

Less garbage 
could mean 
smaller bill 

A council committee 
discussed a plan yesterday 
that could lower Epcor fees 
for Edmonton homeown¬ 
ers who limit the amount 
of garbage and recycling 
they leave for pick up. 

The report stated that a 
maximum of three contain¬ 
ers of trash and recyclables 
would qualify locals as“low- 
volume generators,” and 
would result in their receiv¬ 
ing lighter monthly bills. 

The proposal will be fur¬ 
ther analyzed at a June 16 
meeting. If approved by 
city council, the measure 
could begin next January.

Residents living where 
collisions are a problem 
could see a reduction in 
the speed limit. 

The city undertook a pi¬ 
lot project from May to 
October 2010 that effected 
the reduction of the limit 
in six residential commu¬ 
nities from 50 km/h to 40 
km/h. 

The evidence doesn’t 
warrant the need for a 


city-wide reduction, but 
transportation manager 
Bob Boutilier said long 
stretches of road or roads 
near school zones might 
be of interest in some 
communities. 

“The evidence shows 
there is a connection be¬ 
tween reducing speed and 
reducing collisions,” said 
Boutilier. “But we don’t 
want to get into a situa¬ 
tion for entire communi¬ 
ties ... if only specific areas 
need it.” 

Before reducing the 


limit anywhere else in the 
city, council approval, as 
well as a bylaw amend¬ 
ment, would be needed, 
along with public consul¬ 
tation. 

And while more than 
half of last year’s 28,481 
collisions occurred on 
main routes, Boutilier said 
initiatives are needed on 
residential streets. 

Those include public 
education, physical reduc¬ 
tion of wide roadways and 
traffic controls such as 
speed bumps.

In an effort to reduce 
some of the collisions on 
main roadways, the city 
has begun re-engineer¬ 
ing intersections. 

2 “There are a number of 
intersections in subdivi¬ 
sions with a turning lane 
to go right instead of 
stopping, and that's not 
effective," said 
transportaion manager 
Bob Boutilier.

“I think we do need a 
new arena but I would 
like to see Northlands in¬ 
volved more, especially 
because they are a not-for- 
profit,” said Dean 
Iwanyshyn. 

The city’s 311 line re¬ 


ceived about 3,099 arena 
calls and emails in the last 
week — 1,800 favouring 
it, about 200 conditionally 
for it and 1,000 opposed. 

Mayor Stephen Mandel 
said the gist of today’s 
meeting is deciding 
whether council wants a 
new arena and then mov¬ 
ing forward on it, includ¬ 
ing asking the province 
for funding. 

“People can’t forget 
this is an important proj¬ 
ect, but it shouldn’t be 
borne by our taxpayers 
alone,” he said. 


Alberta Health Services 
announced yesterday that 
while emergency wait 
times are getting shorter 
they did not see as many 
hospital and continuing- 
care beds open before the 
March 31 deadline as they 
would have liked. 

In total, only 323 of the 
360 beds scheduled to 
open by March 31 have 
been opened. AHS also 
opened 1,174 of the 1,300 
new continuing-care beds 
that were scheduled to 
open. 

Dr. Chris Eagle, AHS’ 
acting president and CEO, 
said that the main reason 
for the discrepancy is 
manpower. 

“Really, it comes down 
to staffing,” he said. “We 
pushed as hard as we can. 
We will have those beds 
open shortly. We just 
missed that end-of-March 
target but we're very

Elizabeth May has been 
thwarted in her last-ditch 
effort to convince the 
courts to give her a podi¬ 
um at next week’s tele¬ 
vised leaders’ debates. 

But the Green party 
leader is not giving up yet. 

Federal Court judge 


Marc Nadon refused yes¬ 
terday to make an emer¬ 
gency ruling on the case 
before the debates get un¬ 
derway. The short period 
of time wouldn’t have al¬ 
lowed the court “to per¬ 
form its duty in a 
satisfactory manner,” 
Nadon said. 

It was a body blow for 
the Greens, who received a 
major blast of publicity 


when May participated in 
the debates during the 
2008 federal election. 

The Greens will pursue 
the matter in the Federal 
Court of Appeal, even 
though the case can’t be 
heard before the debates, 
May said. 

But she will also be talk¬ 
ing to her lawyer about 
whether there are “any le¬ 
gal avenues” that would 


allow the Greens to have 
the matter heard in court 
before then. 

The consortium that 
runs the debates insists on¬ 
ly parties with seats in the 
last House of Commons 
can participate. 

The English-language 
debate is April 12. The 
French-language debate 
will take place April 14.

The NDP leader provid¬ 
ed a laundry list of alleged 
Conservative misdeeds, in¬ 
cluding the latest revela¬ 
tion that Stephen Harper 
hired a senior adviser who 
had five fraud convictions. 

The prime minister has 
said he knew Bruce Carson 
had one conviction, but 
not others. 

Layton said he doesn’t 
believe Harper and he 
claimed most Canadians 
don’t, either. 

He said in Winnipeg: 

“Canadians are right to be 
asking: ‘If Mr. Harper wins 
this election, how long 
will it be until the next 
Conservative insider is 
charged with fraud?’” 

And just to emphasize 
the point, he repeated his 
entire condemnation in 
French rather than alter¬ 


nating between languages 
as he does most often. 

The barring of oppo¬ 
nents from Tory rallies and 
tight background checks 
on those who do get in are 
the “signs of a closed, con¬ 
trolling approach,” Layton 
said. 

“I think it says some¬ 
thing about Stephen Harp¬ 
er and his administration, 
and it’s not pretty,” he 
added.

Canada’s new fleet of 
stealth jet fighters will cost 
almost double what the 
Conservative government 
is projecting, a U.S. defence 
analyst says. 

Winslow Wheeler, of the 
Centre for Defense Infor¬ 
mation in Washington, in¬ 
jected himself directly into 
the federal election by pro¬ 
viding his estimate at a 
news conference on Parlia¬ 
ment Hill. 

Wheeler said yesterday 
the unit cost of the F-35 jet 
will be about $148 million 
per airplane — an estimate

The “Man in Motion” is 
looking for thousands of 
Canadians to help him 
recreate his groundbreak¬ 
ing trek across the coun¬ 
try. 

Yesterday, Rick Hansen 
launched an online con¬ 


test to select those who 
will participate in a relay 
that will trace virtually the 
same route as his original 
tour 25 years ago. 

“This is the ultrama¬ 
rathon of social change, 
and it does take the next 
generation to get there,” 
Hansen said after an¬ 
nouncing the contest at 
Rick Hansen Secondary 
School in Mississauga, 
Ont. 

Some 7,000 people who 
have made a meaningful 
contribution to their com¬ 
munity will get the chance 
to walk, wheel or run in 


the relay, set to begin Aug. 
24 in Cape Spear, N.L. 

The relay will cover 
12,000 kilometres and 
pass through more than 
600 communities in all 
provinces and territories, 
culminating — as it did 25 
years ago — in Vancouver. 

Hansen, 53, who was 
paralyzed from the waist 
down after a car accident 
when he was 15, helped 
shift attitudes around peo¬ 
ple with disabilities and 
advance medicine for 
spinal cord injuries with 
his original tour.

TAKE A LEAP: 
SAVE THE FROGS 

If you're tired of saving the whales, why not 
try saving something completely different? 

S ave the frogs! World Save The Frog Day is 
April 29, and if ever a species needed a 
hand, it’s the Kermits of the world. These 
days, it definitely ain’t easy being green. 
More than 200 species of frog are now 
extinct, and we’ll be down to no frogs in no 
time if we don’t do something. 

Did you know our increasing appetite for frogs’ 
legs alone takes 100 million frogs out of the wild each 
year? 

Or that Atrazine, a pesticide, turns male frogs into 
female frogs at only 2.5 parts per billion? And it’s on¬ 
ly one of 18,000 pesticides registered in the U.S. 

You name it, it’s a threat. 

Frogs are hunted for their legs, but also for the pet 
trade and lab dissections. Bullfrogs, native to the east¬ 
ern U.S., unfortunately have the meatiest extremities, 
so they are shipped all over the place. When they es¬ 
cape into the wild, they take over, and are now the al¬ 
pha frogs in 15 countries, muscling out local species. 

Not only that, two-thirds of imported bullfrogs car¬ 
ry the deadly chytrid fungus, which further 
contributes to the wipeout of local frog populations. 

Do I even have to make the case that frogs are 
cool? Is there a man out there who isn’t carrying 
around an inner boy who used to catch frogs, name 
them, cariy them in their pockets and use them to 
scare girls? 

If that’s not cool enough for you, frogs are amphib¬ 
ians, the world’s oldest land vertebrates, with a pedi¬ 
gree going back more than 360 million years, long 
before dinosaurs stomped around the planet. 

Other frog facts: The world’s smallest is the Brazil¬ 
ian sapo-pulga, or flea frog, less than half an inch 
long (10 millimetres). The world’s largest is the 
goliath frog, which can grow to a foot long (30 
centimetres) and weigh more than three kilos! Both 
(of course) are endangered — the flea frog by 
pesticides and the West African goliath by human ap¬ 
petite and loss of habitat. 

On World Save The Frog Day, take action by raising 
the consciousness of local restaurants that serve wild 
frogs’ legs, or take in Toronto’s Frog Leap-A-Thon. 
Here’s my favourite frog folly: Students at Texas Tech 
will go for a Guinness World Record by organizing 
the largest gathering of people wearing frog masks 
ever. 

Or you can just raise your frog flag high. Whatever, 
the frogs will thank you.

ROME. Italian researchers 
said yesterday they will 
dig up bones in a 
Florence convent to try 
to identify the remains 
of a Renaissance woman 
long believed to be the 
model for the Mona Lisa. 

If successful, the 
research might help as¬ 
certain the identity of 
the woman depicted in 
Leonardo da Vinci’s mas¬ 
terpiece — a mystery 
that has puzzled schol¬ 
ars and art lovers for 
centuries and generated 
countless theories. 

The project, launched 
yesterday, aims to locate 
the remains of Lisa Gher- 
ardini, the wife of a rich 
silk merchant named 
Francesco del Giocondo. 

Tradition has long 
linked Gherardini to the 
painting, which is 
known in Italian as La 
Gioconda and in French 
as La Joconde. Giorgio 
Vasari, a 16th-centuiy 
artist and biographer of 
Leonardo, wrote that da 
Vinci painted a portrait 
of del Giocondo’s wife. 

Gherardini was born 
in 1479. A few years ago, 
an amateur Italian histo¬ 
rian said he had found a 
death certificate showing 
she died July 15,1542, 
and her final resting 
place is in central 
Florence.

As long as 
the marriage 
isn’t a disaster 

Honeymoons aren’t always easy for 
newlyweds, but six natural disasters? 

When Stefan and Erika Svanstrom 
of Stockholm set out on their four- 
month-long honeymoon with their 
baby girl on Dec. 6, they say they got 
more than they bargained for: Imme¬ 
diately, they were stranded in 
Munich, Germany, due to one of Eu¬ 
rope’s worst snowstorms, he said. 

But that was just the beginning. 


After that, he said, they 
experienced the devastation of a cy¬ 
clone in Cairns, Australia, and the 
flooding in Brisbane, and narrowly 
escaped the bush fires in Perth. 

“We escaped by the skin of our 
teeth,” Svanstrom said, recalling how 
they were evacuated in Cairns and 
were forced to spend 24 hours on a 
cement floor in a shopping centre 
with 2,500 others. 

Just before they arrived in New 
Zealand, the 6.3-magnitude 
earthquake hit Christchurch and in 
Tokyo, they felt Japan’s largest tem¬ 
blor since records began, he said. 

Svanstrom said he also survived 
the devastating tsunami that hit 
southeast Asia in 2004.

O B.C. bookseller, Best Buy, Air Miles among victims of email hack job 


An online bookseller in 
Victoria is the latest victim 
in a security breach involv¬ 
ing an American email 
marketing company. 

In an email to cus¬ 
tomers, AbeBoolcs says it 
was warned by Texas-based 
Epsilon, which handles the 
company’s email, that 


email addresses of some 
AbeBoolcs clients have fall¬ 
en into the hands of an 
unauthorized person. Ep¬ 
silon says no other person¬ 
al information was 
compromised. 

The breach was first re¬ 
vealed last week, when Ep¬ 
silon cautioned retailer 


Best Buy and other clients 
that millions of customers’ 
names and email address¬ 
es had been hacked. Ac¬ 
count information was not 
exposed, the company 
said. 

Experts say that without 
passwords and other sensi¬ 
tive data, email addresses 


are of little use to crimi¬ 
nals. But they can get past 
a spam filter and be used 
to craft dangerous online 
attacks.

BRANDING A 
REMAKE ROLE 

It's a dangerous business trying to recapture 
movie magic, but Hollywood execs keep trying 


T hirty years ago 
Dudley Moore 
introduced us 
to Arthur, a lov¬ 
able but drunk¬ 
en millionaire 
playboy about to married 
to a wealthy heiress he did 
not love. “I race cars, play 
tennis, and fondle 
women,” he said, “but I 
have weekends off, and I 
am my own boss.” 

The movie, Arthur, was a 
giant hit coming in fourth 
in the year’s box office, 
earning four Oscar nods, 
winning two and spawning 
the number one hit 
Arthur’s Theme (Best That 
You Can Do). 

It’s available on DVD and 
holds up veiy well, which is 
why it is a bit baffling that 
a remake of the same name 
is hitting theatres this 
weekend starring Russell 
Brand. 

Remakes, of course, are 
nothing new. Hollywood 
has been recycling ideas 
since the beginning. For ex¬ 
ample, Cecil B. DeMille re¬ 
made his own 1915 film 
The Golden Chance as For¬ 
bidden Fruit just six years 
later. The difference is that 
back then there was no 
portable archive of movies 


available on Blu Ray or 
streaming video. Older 
movies were essentially in¬ 
accessible to most people 
so a remake was simply 
good business. Take a good 
stoiy, repackage it and 
hopefully do good at the 
box office. Later, in the pre¬ 
home video years, remakes 
were a way to breathe some 
life into older movies by 
giving their stories a 
facelift with modern stars. 

But times have changed. 
Now, via Netflix, On- 
Demand and Blu Ray, it’s 
easier and cheaper than 
ever to seek out and see 
movies like the original 
Arthur. 

So what’s the point of 
the remake? 

Well, for one thing, it’s a 
perfect role for the impish 
Russell Brand and, for 
another, it’s always great to 
see his co-star Helen Mirren 
on screen. And who knows? 
Maybe it’s better than the 
original. It wouldn’t be the 
first time. 

With so many remakes 

— past, present and future 

— perhaps philosopher 
Raoul Vaneigem was right 
when he said, “Our task is 
not to rediscover nature 
but to remake it.”

past 



Speakeasies, bootleggers, 
gun-wielding crime bosses 
and tough-guy accents pay 
homage to Las Vegas’ mob 
roots in a pair of new attrac¬ 
tions showcasing Sin City’s 
criminal history. 

An interactive attraction 
featuring gangster memo¬ 
rabilia and commentary 
from film mobsters James 
Caan, Mickey Rourlce and 
Frank Vincent opened last 
week on the Las Vegas 
Strip. And Las Vegas Mayor 
Oscar Goodman, a former 
mob defence lawyer, plans 
to launch his Las Vegas Mu¬ 
seum of Organized Crime 
and Law Enforcement later 
this year. For Las Vegas, the 
attractions represent an un¬ 
precedented embrace of its 
infamous founders. 

“What differentiates us 


from any other city is our 
history,” Goodman said. 
“This is the story of Ameri¬ 
ca.” 

The desert oasis made fa¬ 
mous by scantily-clad show¬ 
girls, ubiquitous slot 
machines and 24-hour hap¬ 
py hours has long celebrat¬ 
ed its reputation as a haven 


of vice, but its relationship 
with the mob has taken a 
few hits in recent years. The 
city that once proudly 
boasted of its ties to organ¬ 
ized crime — Goodman 
played himself in the 1995 
mob movie Casino — has 
instead promoted its fami¬ 
ly-friendly restaurants and 


Broadway shows for the 
past decade. 

No more. 

The Tropicana casino 
and hotel, a one-time hang¬ 
out for organized crime 
now more known for its 
bargain-counter room 
rates, celebrated its new 
“Mob Experience” attrac¬ 
tion last week with a red 
carpet party attended by 
the son of Tony “The Ant” 
Spilotro, the inspiration for 
the bloodthirsty Joe Pesci 
character in Casino. 

The sprawling casino at¬ 
traction features the diaiy 
of mobster Meyer Lansky, 
Spilotro’s gun and family 
photos and home movies 
from other infamous crimi¬ 
nals. 

Visitors are greeted by 
life-size holograms of chat¬ 


ty gangsters and a chance 
to get “made.” 

The publicly-funded mob 
museum, meanwhile, is 
slated to open in December 
at a downtown Las Vegas 
courthouse where a de¬ 
tailed mob hearing that 
helped expose organized 
crime to ordinary Ameri¬ 
cans was held in 1950. 

The $42 million museum 
started as an effort to save 
one of Las Vegas’ few his¬ 
toric buildings. It’s amassed 
a wide collection of gang¬ 
ster artifacts, including the 
wall from Chicago’s St. 
Valentine’s Day massacre, 
the only gun recovered at 
the mass shooting and the 
barber chair where hit man 
Albert Anastasia’s life came 
to an end in 1957.

John Wayne slept here. 

And so did Tarzan, or at 
least Johnny Weissmuller, 
the man who created the 
famous yodelling call used 
by every successive loin- 
cloth-clad, vine-swinger in 
Hollywood. 

“Here” is Los Flamingos, 
a tiny pinkwashed stucco 
hotel, perched about 275 
metres above the Pacific 
Ocean, on the edge of the 
cliffs that form part of Aca¬ 
pulco’s Old Town. 

“This way, that’s 
Tarzan’s round house,” 
says Carlos Serrano, the 
cab driver who brought me 
to one of the symbols of 
what Acapulco once was — 
a playground for the rich, 
the famous and, most of 
all, for Hollywood stars. 

Weissmuller, an 

Olympic gold-medal¬ 
winning swimmer, wasn’t 
the first Tarzan, but he be¬ 
came the best known and 
played Edgar Rice Bur¬ 
roughs’ jungle-raised ape 
man in a dozen films. 

The cool wind off the Pa¬ 
cific, even on a 30-degree- 
plus day, is a reminder of 
why the location was great 
in an age before air condi¬ 
tioning. Now however, all 
the action has moved 
down the hill directly to 
the bay itself. 

There, and at the Dia¬ 
mante resort area just 
southeast of Acapulco 
proper, are the huge ho¬ 
tels, condominiums and 
time-shares that still swell 


Acapulco’s native popula¬ 
tion with thousands of visi¬ 
tors.

When the moment comes 
to deliver a sales pitch or 
propose a project, all too 
many speech-shy profes¬ 
sionals fall back on what 
may be the modern world’s 
most tedious way to pres¬ 
ent an idea: PowerPoint. 

Speech coaches say 
there’s no better tool for 
turning a slide show into a 
drag. 

“I myself like Power¬ 
Point, I just don’t like what 
people do with it,” be¬ 
moans Elayne Snyder, pub¬ 
lic speaking expert. “They 
put a whole bunch of stuff 
up on the screen, which is 


your PowerPoint feel power 
pointless. Instead, script 
your speech on paper. 

“Don’t put together your 
presentation in Power¬ 
Point,” speech coach Patri¬ 
cia Fripp recommends. 
“Build it on a pad of paper, 
a white board, or on a flip 
chart, and then ask your¬ 
self, where absolutely must 
I add the PowerPoint?” 

With a good script, you 
might be surprised how lit¬ 
tle you need it. 

“If you’re engaging the 
audience, and you’re telling 
a stoiy, you won’t need 
PowerPoint,” she says. “But 
if you’re looking to illus¬ 
trate a point, you might 
want to have a chart, or a 
graph, or a diagram. Or, if 


the worse thing there is to it’s a learning session, you

Cramming your slides what you want people to re- 
with fine text could make member.” 
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One of the biggest dan¬ 
gers in using a slide show in 
a pitch isn’t what it does to 
your speech - it’s what it 
does to your body language. 

“When delivering the 
presentation, never look at 
the screen,” Snyder stress¬ 
es. “People don’t want to 
see the back of your head.” 

Fixating your eyes on the 
audience in front of you 
conveys confidence, she 
adds. And long after that 
audience has forgotten the 
contents of slide 27 — or 
how quirky the animated 
.gif was on slide 42 - they 
will remember the impres¬ 
sion they took away of you. 

“A speech is all about 
building rapport with the 
audience,” Fripp concurs. 
“If the audience is reading 
your PowerPoint, then they 
can’t listen and pay atten¬ 
tion to you.”

BEWARE THE 
ONLINE BUY 



. eople often get ex¬ 
actly what they 
pay for. This is as 
true in law as it is 
in life. Here is one stoiy 
that should give people 
pause when they are of¬ 
fered legal services over 
the Internet. 

Recently, a couple 
came to me seeking a sec¬ 
ond opinion following a 
dispute with a temporary 
contractor they hired, or 
so they thought. They 
had found a lawyer on¬ 
line, selling precedent 


“contracts” at a discount. 
Since this couple was new 
to their business, they were 
unfortunately drawn to this 
lawyer’s website, believing 
they would get a solid prod¬ 
uct without spending mon¬ 
ey on a lawyer’s time 

The couple explained 
that they had sought to hire 
an individual contractor to 
complete a few tasks. After 
that, they would not need 
him anymore. They swiftly 
purchased one of this 
lawyer’s “contracts” online 
and gave it to the individual 
to sign, not realizing that 
what they had purchased 
was much different from 
what they actually needed 
the contractor to sign. 

After he had completed 
his tasks within the first six 
months, the contractor’s 
job was done. No problem 
there. However, the con¬ 
tract they had signed guar¬ 
anteed him one year’s 
worth of work. Even 


though the individual was 
no longer needed, when the 
couple attempted to end his 
employment early, he de¬ 
manded pay for the remain¬ 
ing six months, arguing 
that his contract was for a 
defined term. 

The problem is that the 
contract they bought on¬ 
line did not allow them to 
end the job early without 
paying for the remaining 
time on the contract (some¬ 
thing that most employ¬ 
ment lawyers should spot 
as a matter of course) and, 
worse yet, the lawyer who 
sold it to them had not 
bothered to discuss that 
with them, since they never 
even met! As this couple 
now owed the contractor 
twice the fee they initially 
expected to pay him, the 
“contract” they bought on¬ 
line ultimately cost them 
much more than they paid 
for it.

OILERS FINALLY 
FIGURING OUT 
SCANDINAVIANS 


For a franchise that has struggled so mightily in 
developing Scandinavian players lately, the 
Oilers have seen some promising developments 
in the late going this season among its young 
Swedes and Finns. 


Y es, the same organization 

that unleashed Jari Kurri up¬ 
on North America has been 
rather short in the 
department ever since — and 
Kurri hasn’t played an NHL 
game for Edmonton since 1990. 

But Magnus Paajarvi, Linus Omarlc 
and Teemu Hartilcainen are changing 
all that. 

Paajarvi was a known quantity com¬ 
ing into the season, a first-round draft 
choice counted on to bring his silky 
playmaking skills and bombastic speed 
to a squad loaded up with young talent. 
And though the cocksure Swede got off 
to a slow start, his three points in the 
past five games are an indicator of the 
chemistry he has found with Omarlc 
and the opportunity he is getting while 
so many Oilers heal on the sidelines. 
The intriguing development among the 
two is that Paajarvi is the one scoring 
the goals, not setting them up. 

Throughout his career back home in 
Sweden, the ability to pull the trigger 
and finish off plays was always seen as 
something Paajarvi needed to improve 
upon. Omarlc, just as confident a young 


player, seems to have brought that out 
in him. 

Omarlc, of course, has made his own 
headlines this season, particularly 
when it comes to the flash he brings to 
the ice. His shootout winner against 
Tampa — that began with a spin-o-rama 
before he even hit the blue-line and 
which occurred in his first NHL game in 
December — put him on the map, but 
his offensive spark has kept him on the 
radar ever since. The fact the 
diminutive Swede posted a 20-goal sea¬ 
son in the offensively challenged Konti- 
nental League last year also speaks 
volumes. 

The Finnish Hartilcainen brings more 
of a power game to Edmonton’s lineup. 
His audition has been a shorter and 
more recent one, but he has already 
drawn praise from GM Steve Tambelli- 
ni, who described him as a Tomas 
Holmstrom type of player. Based on the 
success the Red Wings veteran has had 
in his NHL career, it’s a role 
Hartilcainen should surely pursue. 

With all three showing promise, the 
Oilers are finally represented by one of 
hockey’s best hotbeds.

In terms of overall popu¬ 
larity, the Volkswagen 
Touareg has had the same 


issue with its 2004-model- 
year launch. 

Perhaps it’s the nearly 
unpronounceable name 
(Touareg, or Twah-regg, 
refers to a nomadic Sahara- 
dwelling tribe), its low-key 
styling or a price tag that 
outdistances many of its 
luxury competitors. 


But it could also be that 
people shopping for vehi¬ 
cles in this bracket are re¬ 
luctant to spend in excess 
of 50 large for a Volkswa¬ 
gen, regardless of how pro¬ 
ficient it is at churning up 
the sod. 

These folks can cross¬ 
shop VW’s Audi offshoot 


for the five-passenger, V6- 
equipped Q5 sport ute that 
offers upscale brand name 
cachet for about the same 
price as a new Touareg. 

Fortunately VW has 
managed to attract suffi¬ 
cient fans of the marque to 
invest in an updated sec¬ 
ond-generation wagon that 


wraps its rugged underpin¬ 
nings in a more attractive 
package. 

Now that the slimmed- 
down Touareg is more at¬ 
tractive and less thirsty, 
Volkswagen can likely ex¬ 
pect more look-sees and a 
less of the Rodney Danger- 
field treatment. 


A mix of new and old can be found 
beneath the Touareg’s freshly formed 
hood. A 280-horsepower 3.6-litre V6 (TSI) 
carries over as the base gasoline engine. 

Still optional is a 225-horsepower 3.0- 
litre V6 turbo-diesel (TDI) that makes 406 
pound-feet of torque. 

The TDI is rated at 11.9 1/100 1cm in the 
city and 8.0 on the highway, compared 
with 12.3/8.8 1/100 1cm for the TSI. 


The Touareg is now a bit wider, but shorter than 
before and has been stretched by about 3.8 cen¬ 
timetres between the front and rear wheels. 

However, the greatest singular advancement 
is in the 160 kilograms that have been excised 
from the vehicle. Most of the seven-per-cent 
weight reduction comes from lightening the 
platform and powertrain as well as a number of 
key suspension components that are now con¬ 
structed of aluminum. 


All Touaregs come standard with VW’s dual¬ 
range 4MOTION all-wheel-drive setup that 
in normal driving situations maintains a 
40:60 ffont-to-rear torque bias. The system 
also features a locking centre differential 
that fixes the torque split to maximize trac¬ 
tion over slippery terrain. 

For 2011, Comfortline, Highline and Exe- 
cline trim levels are offered. All feature a 
wealth of luxury content.

Think about the resistance 


Getting stuck in traffic can 
push even the most mind¬ 
ful motorists beyond the 
normal bounds of safety 
and fuel economy. 

Did you know that try¬ 
ing to make up time in traf¬ 
fic with frequent speed 
changes, quick starts, hard 
braking and other uneco¬ 
nomical driving habits can 
increase your fuel con¬ 
sumption by up to 25 per 
cent or around $500 a year 
in wasted fuel? 

In tests, variations in 
speed caused a 20 per cent 
increase in fuel consump¬ 
tion in one test and 48 per 
cent in another, even 
though the average speed 
for all drivers remained at 
80 km/h. 

Drivers who maintain a 
steady speed save the most 
fuel — and money — by far. 

Not only will you con¬ 
sume less fuel and save 
money, traffic flow will be 
smoother, your exhaust 
emissions will be lower and 
driving conditions will be 
safer. 

Another thing that helps 
maintain a steady speed, of 
course, is using cruise con¬ 
trol for highway driving

Rolling resistance, is a 
measure of the force that it 
takes to move your tires for¬ 
ward on the road. 

As you travel along, the 
weight of your vehicle “de¬ 
forms” your tire tread 
where the rubber meets the 


road. 

The resulting deformity 
generates heat between the 
tire and the road, which is 
then wasted in the form of 
heat as the tire rotates. The 
only way for your engine to 
make up for the lost energy 
is through consuming fuel. 

The heavier your vehicle, 
the more energy it bums to 
compensate. Who knew? 


If new tires are on the 
horizon, seriously think 
about low rolling resistance 
tires. 

Some tire manufacturers 
are now boasting a 20 per 
cent reduction in rolling re¬ 
sistance through high-effi¬ 
ciency tires that reduce fuel 
consumption by about four 
per cent.

The C30 is Volvo’s compact 
three-door hatch, which 
the Swedish automaker 
launched on Canadian 
shores for 2007 to battle 
the likes of the Audi A3, 
Mini Cooper, VW GTI, Mer¬ 
cedes B200 and others. 

Available solely as a 
four-seat model with front- 
wheel drive, the C30 
brought Volvo’s reputation 
for safety, uniqueness and 
refinement into the up¬ 
scale hatch segment. In the 
used market, shoppers can 
consider one of two en¬ 
gines for their C30. Stan¬ 
dard was a 2.4-litre inline 
five-cylinder backed by a 
five-speed manual or five-

speed automatic. This par¬ 
ticular C30 designation 
was named the “2.4i,” and 
it developed 168 horsepow¬ 
er. 

The C30 “T5” got a tur¬ 
bocharged 2.5-litre five- 
cylinder engine, good for 
218 horsepower and fitted 
with a six-speed manual. 
Newer models got a slight¬ 
ly-increased 227 horsepow¬ 


er. Available or standard 
feature content included a 
tilt and telescoping steer¬ 
ing wheel, a sunroof, auto¬ 
matic climate control, 
Volvo’s unique waterfall 
console, antiloclc brakes, 
full power accessories, a 
driver computer, and an 8- 
spealcer stereo with satel¬ 
lite radio. 

What Owners Like 


Ride and handling are al¬ 
most unanimously highly 
rated amongst C30 owners. 

Phrases like “fun to 
drive,” “exciting” and 
“sporty” were frequently 
used as descriptors. Shifter 
feel and a solid, nicely- 
trimmed cabin are also 
raved about. One owner in 
an online forum even 
called the C30 “the best car 
nobody’s ever heard of.” 

What Owners Hate 
Heavy doors, a long reach 
for the seatbelts and hefty 
fuel consumption with the 
turbo engine are the more 
typical owner complaints. 

Common Issues 
The C30 isn’t a sales super- 
star — so the availability of 
consumer-reported relia¬ 
bility information from the 
usual sources is fairly 
sparse. 

Some digging revealed 
age-related complaints 
about broken floor-mat an¬ 
chors, easily-chipped paint, 


a rattly rear window, and a 
trim-piece around the 
parking brake that often 
becomes loose. Nothing 
major. 

Avoid any model with a 
manual transmission that 
exhibits grinding or slip¬ 


page, which could indicate 
a problem with the clutch 
or gearbox. 

The Verdict 

End of the day, a well- 
maintained C30 should 
prove unique, fun, enjoy¬ 
able and reliable.

steps. 

It obviously had to 
downsize to meet lower 
“recession-style” demand, 
and in cases like Chrysler 
and GM, just to stay afloat. 

But even with modest 
sales in 2009, lots of 
automakers turned nice 
profits. With lower operat¬ 
ing costs they didn’t have 
to sell so many units, and 
by not “over producing” 
they didn’t have to sell 
those vehicles at “fire sale” 
prices. Not only is this a 
better profit model, it’s bet¬ 
ter for the automaker’s 
long-term brand image and 
health. Can they stick to 
this plan? 

The 

telltale signs 
of oversupply 
are 

incentives — 
zero per cent 
financing, 
manufactur¬ 
er rebates, 
employee 
pricing, bob- 
ble-head dolls for the first 
1,000 customers. Automak¬ 
ers don’t like incentives, 
but it’s hard to look the 
other way, when you got 
product piling up and/or 
competitors eating your 
lunch. We’re seeing more 
and more incentives creep 
back into the market, 
including many now based 
on fuel discounts. 

Short-term fix or a slip¬ 
pery slope? We’ll see. I 
think most automakers are 
just trying to adjust to the 
softer-than-expected 
rebound of the economy. 

Many are sticking to 
their guns, however, about 
not “over producing.” GM, 
for example, had a 
problem keeping up with 
Chevrolet Equinox and 
GMC Terrain demand. Both 
are built at the company’s 
plant in Ingersoll, Ont. 

But instead of throwing 
big money at another 
plant, it addressed the situ¬ 


ation with two shrewd 
moves — adding an 
Equinox/Terrain line at its 
Oshawa facility, and intro¬ 
ducing the Chevy Captiva, 
a “fleet only” Mexican-built 
crossover based on the re¬ 
cently departed Saturn 
Vue. 

Another automaker les¬ 
son learned since 2008, is 
don’t alienate your suppli¬ 
ers. When automakers 
downsized, the supplier 
community suffered collat¬ 
eral damage. The automak¬ 
ers didn’t shed too many 
tears over this, but now 
that they’re in recovery 
mode and need more parts, 
the auto 
parts suppli¬ 
ers aren’t 
too quick to 
shake hands 
and make 
nice. 

And then 
there is the 
leasing les¬ 
son: Ford, 
GM and 
Chrysler and others 
stopped leasing vehicles 
even before 2008, as they 
failed to manage the risks 
of using low, monthly leas¬ 
ing payments to move vehi¬ 
cles off lots. To get low 
leasing rates, they had to 
artificially inflate the value 
of what the vehicle would 
be worth as a used vehicle 
at lease end. 

The automakers’ in- 
house leasing companies 
were often on the hook for 
these discrepancies, which 
was exacerbated by a big 
batch of identical cars en¬ 
tering the used market at 
the same time, further de¬ 
pressing values. 

Ford, GM and Chrysler 
are, or will soon be, tipping 
their toes back into leasing, 
and we wonder how disci¬ 
plined they will be this 
time around. 

I’m guessing, way more 
disciplined, but you never 
know.
